REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches an acoustic auditory aid device that comprises an external 
casing containing an electronic module for signal processing, having an input connected to a 
microphone and an output connected to an earphone, an energy source, at least one first magnetic 
part installed in the external casing, at least one second magnetic part installed in an implantable 
casing to be implanted under the patient's skin, at a location of the body where the external 
casing is to be supported, and a device for distribution of acoustic signals in the auditory canal of 
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the patient, as constructed in claim 1, wherein the earphone is designed to emit an acoustic signal 
in the external auditory canal, and the device comprises the earphone and a connection between 
the external casing and the auditory canal of the patient, with a length such that the microphone 
can be kept sufficiently distant from the auditory canal.
